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Three stabbed in 
city street attack 
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A SHOCKING street attack led to 
three men being stabbed in Ely’s 
city centre. 

The attack happened during the 
early hours of Saturday morning 
around 300 yards from the Town- 
house Pub in Market Street. 

City leaders have been left saddened and 
appalled by the attacks and urged police to 
bring the thugs to justice as swiftly as 
possible. 

Detectives launched an appeal for 
witnesses just hours after the incident, 
which happened at 1.24am. 

Four men were injured in the attack. Two 
men from Ely, aged 18 and 24, were taken to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital with serious but not 
life threatening injuries and another man 
was treated at the scene for a knife wound. 

Security staff from the pub, which held its 
annual beer festival from Thursday to 
Sunday, rushed to help the injured men - 
and caught two of those involved before 
police arrived. 

Manager on the night, Alistair Morrison, 
said: “Some people who had been to the 
festival saw what was happening and rushed 
back to get help. 

“There were no police around. 

“Two of our security staff ran up the road 
and grabbed two men before the police 
arrived.”

Bridge jumpers 
‘could be killed’ 


YOUNGSTERS - and even 
adults - are putting their 
lives at risk by leaping off a 
bridge into a river. 

Police have issued a warning to 
those plunging into the water 
from the bridge at the Babylon 
Gallery in Ely. 

Officers have been called to the 
bridge near Ely’s Cathedral 
marina “on numerous occasions” 
during the last few weeks as “silly” 
members of the public stand on 
the bridge and then dive into the 
river below. 

Police say they do not realise 
the danger they are putting 
themselves in. 

Marina staff also say the 
problem is getting worse as the 
weather stays warm. 

Will Burton, a manager at the 
marina, said: “As the temp¬ 
eratures rise, more and more 
people are leaping off the bridge. 

“We see them doing it all the 
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time and surprisingly there are 
often adults doing it as well as 
young teenagers and children. 

“These people just don’t realise 
how dangerous it is. 

“We don’t like to get at them 
but we do ask them to stop doing 
it and they stop. 

“But it’s not long before they 
are back again and leaping into 
the water.” 

Mr Burton added: “The police 
have been down quite a few times 
recently to speak to people but 
the message just doesn’t seem to 
get through to them. 

“There are boats moving up 
and down the river constantly. 

“All it takes is one misjudge¬ 
ment and someone could be 
killed. 

“If they hit a boat, get tangled 
up propellers or hit the bottom of 


the river when they jump the 
consequences are serious.” 

Cambridgeshire Constabulary 
is now urging people to stop 
jumping from the bridge. A 
spokeswoman for the force said: 
“We would advise and warn 
against this sort of activity

Landlady Debbie Bartlett said: “It was 
nothing to do with the festival. 

“The men were too young to drink in 
here and were wearing football shirts 
which we do not allow. We had no 
trouble here whatsoever and everyone 
had a really good time.” 

Mayor of Ely Cllr Brian Ashton, said: “I 
am shocked and saddened to hear of 
such an incident happening in Ely and 
hope that those who were injured 
recover and that the culprits are brought 
to book.” 

Inspector Andy Bartlett praised the 
courage of the doorstaff and said: “If it 
were not for the door staff, I have no 
doubt there would have been another 
stabbing. 

“The incident had nothing to do with 
the pub, but their staff and one of their 
patrons acted with bravery and courage 
to stop another person from being 
stabbed. 

“I will be calling for a commendation 
for their brave actions during this 
incident.” 

Two 17 year olds from Ely were 
arrested on suspicion of assault. One 
was taken to Addenbrooke’s and the 
other to Ely police station. 

Police want to talk to anyone who was 
in the area at the time of the attacks. 

CCTV cameras cover the street and 
detectives will be studying any footage 
showing the disturbance. 

Det Insp Graham Bremner said: 
“Investigations are under way to 
determine what happened and we are 
treating it as an isolated incident.”

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A CANNABIS factory 
discovered in a village 
was stuffed with plants 
worth £1.75 million - 
making it Cambridge¬ 
shire’s biggest ever. 

If the entire crop had been 
cultivated to maturity, police 
believe its value could have 
quadrupled, to £7 million. 

Armed officers swooped on 
Tree Farm, on Hill Row in Hadd¬ 
enham, at 8am last Thursday 
and found more than 5,000 
plants in a two-storey barn, 
which was the size of a football 
pitch. 

The drugs were spread across 
13 rooms on both floors in a 
highly professional operation 
which had been running for 
some time. 

Det Insp Craig Harrison, who 
led the operation, said: “This 
raid was part of our ongoing 
work to tackle the production 
and supply of cannabis in the 
county. 


“We discovered thousands of 
plants and believe this to be the 
biggest ever cannabis farm in 
Cambridgeshire.” 

In the operation, a “signifi¬ 
cant number” of armed officers 
were supported by the Cam¬ 
bridgeshire force’s helicopter 
and a dog unit. 

No shots were fired but doors 


were broken down as police 
entered the barn, which was full 
of cannabis-producing equip¬ 
ment, including heat lamps and 
fans, and drugs arranged neatly 
in rows. 

The size of the haul dwarves 
those found in previous raids in 
the Cambridge area.

It’s all about peas and puff, says laser man 


THE schoolboy prank of targeting a 
teacher with an old pen and a 
dried pea is still a thriving game 
for one village, which hosted its 
40th annual World Pea Shooting 
Championships on Saturday. 

The winner of the event, in 
Witcham, was local man Ian 
Ashmeade who was runner-up in 
the competition last year. 

More than 100 competitors took 
part in the unique event by 
attempting to shoot standard dried 
peas at calibrated targets 12 feet 
away on the village green. 


Tracy Robinson, landlady of the 
White Horse pub in the village, 
said: “In the 2009 contest Ian only 
picked up a pea shooter for the 
first time the night before. This 
year he admitted he has done a bit 
of practising because he was 
determined to come first.” 

The championships were 
created in 1971 by local 
schoolteacher John Tyson who 
was inspired by the peas and 
shooters he confiscated from his 
mischievous pupils. Locals stage 
the annual pea-shooting 


championship to raise cash for 
village groups. 

George Hollis, who has won the 
contest four times, had high hopes 
going into the competition of 
claiming his fifth title after attach¬ 
ing a 10mm laser on top of a brass 
tube-and adding a shoulder 
mount to provide extra stability. 

While the rules state the tube 
must be no longer than 12 inches, 
contestants can use a range of hi- 
tech gadgets to help them find the 
target. 

Electrical engineer George, 59, 


who lives in Witcham, used his 
specialist knowledge to fine-tune 
his shooter and its hi-tech sight. 

But he added: “You can have all 
these wonderful pea shooters 
made from carbon fibre and laser- 
guided sights but when it comes 
down to it and the nerves are 
getting to you, it’s all about peas 
and puff. 

“It really is a quintessential^ 
English game, right up there with 
conkers, welly throwing and 
cheese rolling. The summer 
wouldn’t be the same without it.”

Free swims 
scheme sunk 

FREE swimming for 
pensioners and under-16s 
in East Cambridgeshire is 
to end. 

From August, normal 
charges will apply at the 
Paradise Pool in Ely and 
Bottisham Swimming 
Pool. 

It follows the decision by 
the coalition Government 
to axe the scheme across 
the UK, saving £40 
million. 

The Government also 
claimed research showed 
the majority of free 
swimmers were 
swimming already and 
would have paid to swim 
anyway. 

Cllr Peter Cresswell, 
chairman of the 
community services 
committee at East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council, said: “It is with 
genuine regret that we will 
no longer be able to offer 
this scheme. 
“Unfortunately with the 
withdrawal of the 
Government support to 
this project, the district 
council simply cannot 
afford to fund the gap. 
“Since the beginning of 
the initiative, many people 
have benefited from free 
swims taken between the 
two swimming pools. 

“I hope the end of the 
scheme will not prevent 
anybody from continuing 
with the sport, which is 
such a good way of 
keeping fit. 

“Residents can still take 
advantage of activities 
such as Mature & Active 
and the Mobile Play 
Scheme run by the 
council designed to keep 
people healthy.” 

An anniversary 
to remember 


for outdoor dining 


PLANS to regulate cafes' use of 
outdoor tables have been brand¬ 
ed “unnecessary red tape". 

Under new proposals by East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council, cafes and tea 
shops will have to apply for ‘pavement 
permits’ to place chairs and tables on the 
street. 

Those bidding for the licences will also 
have to use toughened crockery and 
glasses when serving customers outside to 
comply with health and safety rules. 

Businesses must also submit evidence 
of public liability insurance, the highways 
records of the status of their seated area 
and a fee when applying for the licence. 
Plastic seating will be banned and firms 
will have to keep areas free of litter. 

But Alison Chambers, who owns The 
Lunchbox in Ely’s Market Place, said the 
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permits were unnecessary. 

She said: “We’ve never had any prob¬ 
lems or complaints about our tables and 
chairs. 

“These permits seem like unnecessary 
red tape. 

“It’s another cost for businesses and it 
seems a bit unfair because we already pay 
rates. 

“We’ve known it was coming as the 
highways officer had warned us a few 
years ago. But he has never had any 
reason to complain about us. 

“People like sitting outside as it’s a 
prime place for people watching. It all 
seems a bit unnecessary.” 

The plans will be discussed at a 


licensing committee on Monday. 

Cllr Ron Bradney, the committee’s 
chairman, said: “The council is really keen 
to support and encourage the burgeoning 
cafe culture in the district which the 
recent hot weather has shown to be 
thriving.

High hopes for 
redevelopment 

Sir, In reply to Mrs Faulkner’s letter - 
Homes must be replaced, Weekly 
News, July 8 - Cllr Friend-Smith, in 
fact, did not act single-handedly to 
stop Sanctuary Hereward’s further 
redevelopment of Walsingham 
Way/St Ovins Green. She was asked 
by a large group of residents of this 
area to act on their behalf as 
councillor of Ely West to prevent the 
demolition of homes which they did 
not wish to leave for a variety of 
reasons. 

The tenants and leaseholds have 
never been given a formal 
explanation of why Sanctuary 
Hereward decided to halt its plans for 
redevelopment. The residents have 
deepest sympathy for Mrs Faulkner’s 
situation, however, the condition of 
her property is not representative of 
the condition of other properties in 
the neighbourhood. 

In March 1993, Hereward Housing 
Association purchased the properties 
from the council at knock-down 
prices on the understanding that a 
comprehensive programme of 
maintenance, including damp 
coursing, new roofing, new exterior 
rendering, etc., would be undertaken 
by them as soon as possible. For years 
they enjoyed the revenue of 
ownership, but it was not until spring 
2007 that they approached the 
tenants and leaseholders with any 
revived plan to carry out the 
significant renovations of the 
properties. 

In the spring of 2001, Hereward 
started a pilot renovation of some of 
the properties, but this was halted for 
reasons unknown. In April 2005 
Hereward merged with Sanctuary 
Housing Association and in August 
2005 Sanctuary Hereward then 
responded with a plan to redevelop 
the neighbourhood. 

Subsequently, in February this year, 
Sanctuary Hereward sent a letter to all 
the tenants and leaseholders 
informing them that they had no 
further redevelopment plans and 
that, instead, they intended to make 
good the existing properties. 

We wholeheartedly support Mrs 
Faulkner in her desire to have her 
property fully renovated to meet 
national housing standards.

Council still not 
talking to traders 

Sir, Twenty-five traders from Ely 
Saturday markets have returned the 
most recent consultation 
questionnaire from East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
without completing it. This was not a 
decision taken lightly and it was felt 
the council’s proposals in the 
questionnaire were not clearly 
enough stated to form the basis of a 
valid consultation.

More life left in 
Paradise facility

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More traveller sites 
on cards for villages 


PLANS to create 66 new 
traveller pitches in 
Cambridgeshire by 2025 
have been unveiled. 

A total of 38 potential 
traveller sites have been ear¬ 
marked by East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council (ECDC) 
in a new strategic document 
published this week. 

It includes plans for six new 
pitches at Hod Hall Lane, in 
Haddenham and the expan¬ 
sion of a site on Isleham Road, 
Fordham, to create another 
six pitches. A nearby county- 
council owned site in Ford- 
ham could also provide 
another eight pitches. 

Another three pitches could 
be created in Chewells Lane, 
Haddenham, three more in 
Witchford, six in Swaffham 
Prior, and two each in 
Bottisham and Wentworth. 

The council is also asking 
the public to suggest further 
sites for new traveller pitches 
in the future. 

But Cllr Bill Hunt, who 
opposes the new traveller 
sites in Haddenham, which he 
represents for Cambridge-

shire County Council, has 
questioned the need for the 
new sites after regional targets 
were scrapped by the new 
coalition Government. 

Under the previous regime, 
East Cambridgeshire was 
required to find an additional 
54 pitches for travellers and 
12 for travelling show people 
by 2025. But the targets were 
scrapped along with the East 
of England Development 
Agency (EEDA), which created 
the rules. 

Cllr Hunt said: “There is no 
longer any requirement to 
find these sites because both 
EEDA and regional targets 
have been axed. 

“I don’t see why we are still 
pursuing the same strategy 
when the targets no longer 
apply. 

“I also think these sites are 
totally unsuitable. When 
visiting the site when the 
plans were last rejected, the 
councillors’ minibus could 
hardly get down the lane, so 


access is definitely an issue. 

“It is also a high flood risk 
area, so concreting large 
swathes of land is not ad¬ 
visable.” 

However, Cllr Ian Allen, 
who represents Haddenham 
for ECDC, said: “Every council 
has to make sure they provide 
sites for travellers. If we don’t, 
we will end up with illegal 
campsites that can’t be 
policed and that is in no-one’s 
interests. 

“We want to settle families 
living here and we need to 
find sites for their needs. 

“Travellers exist and we 
have to develop planning 
policies for them in the same 
way that business, retail and 
housing also needs policies.” 

The strategic document 
also details plans to create 
more housing and business 
sites in East Cambridgeshire 
as part of the Local Develop¬ 
ment Framework process. 

People will be able to 
submit their thoughts and 
ideas on the Site Allocations 
and the Ely Area Action Plan 
Options Papers, either online, 
at local libraries or in person 


at the district Council offices 
until the closing date on 
August 16. 

The options papers will 
then lead to the production of 
an Ely Area Action Plan and 
Site Allocations documents

‘More officers, not 
station makeover’ 


TAXPAYERS have blasted 
refurbishment work at Ely 
Police Station as a “comp¬ 
lete waste” of money.

He said: “Bearing in mind the 
shortage of police officers we have 
on the beat, would it not be better 
to have spent the money on 
employing one or two extra 
officers to patrol Ely? 

“If so, then we might have seen 
one walking the streets and 
dealing with things like illegal 
parking in the High Street. 

“This new project may make the 
station look a little bit more 
attractive but it’s not going to help 
catch the criminals. 

“We are in a recession where 
money is tight and this is nothing 


but a complete waste of our 
taxpayers’ money.” 

Anna Horne, head of communi¬ 
cations at Cambridgeshire Police 
Authority, said funding of police 
officers and building works were 
separate funding issues. 

She said: “The employment of 
police officers is an ongoing cost 
which needs to be met each year 
and therefore comes from our 
revenue budget. 

“The cost of the work at Ely has 
been funded from the capital 
budget. 

“This provides one-off finance 
for schemes being carried out in 
the year. It is not legally possible to 
spend capital money on revenue 
costs. 

“The changes to the building 
will enable the force to provide a 
much better service to the public 
who use the police station. 

“Very often people do not like to 
discuss their personal situation in 
the presence of others. Following 
the upgrade the private area can 
be used and people will find the 
building more accessible.”

flytipping 

‘shambles’

RECYCLING points 
across the Ely area 
continue to be plag¬ 
ued by fly tippers - 
and residents now say 
“enough is enough’. 

East Cambridgeshire 
District Council (ECDC) is 
being urged to come down 
harder on those who dump 
rubbish at recycling points 
instead of putting it in the 
different banks and cont¬ 
ainers provided. 

The problem has grown 
worse since the cash-strap¬ 
ped council axed the dist¬ 
rict’s plastic bottle recycling 
scheme and residents say 
the recycling points are now 
“a shambles”. 

Earlier this year, residents 
who live near the recycling 
facility in Downham Road, 
Ely, called for a major tidy- 
up at the site, where people 
were dumping bags of 
plastic bottles, as well as old 
furniture and electrical 
items. 

But locals claim nothing 
has been done since. 

Angela Dupont, 56, of 
nearby Columbine Road, 
said: “For those who live 
near the recycling point in

Downham Road and drive 
by it every day, it’s getting 
quite depressing. 

“Almost every day it looks 
a tip and enough is now 
enough. This is one of the 
main entrances into Ely off 
the A10 so goodness knows 
what visitors must think 
when they see it. 

“The council made the 
decision to shake up Ely’s 
recycling so now they need 
to deal with the con¬ 
sequences. 

“At the moment, it’s a 
shambles with people 
dumping their rubbish all 
over the place.” 

The recycling points at 
Tesco in Ely, the Arkenstall 
Centre in Haddenham and 
others across the region are 


also causing grief for 
residents. 

Haddenham resident 
Janet Clark, who is furious 
with the state at Hadd- 
enham’s recycling point, 
said: “People are driving 
their cars and just dumping 
a mixed pile of their rubbish 
there.” 

Liz Knox, ECDC’s head of 
environmental services, 
said two council officers 
had spent the past weekend 
at the Downham Road site 
advising members of the 
public about the rules. 

She said: “Saturday and 
Sunday were educational 
days and officers made sure 
people used the banks 
properly 

“People were really app¬ 
reciative of the work that let 
people know what was 
allowed. It also gave us a 
better idea of what needs to 
be done. 

“We are now considering 
removing one of the glass 
banks and putting in an 
extra plastic recycling bank. 

“With the withdrawal of 
the kerbside plastic recycl¬ 
ing, we need to increase 
capacity at the existing 
banks. We are also trying to 
find a another suitable site 
in Ely for a recycling centre 
too.”

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Traffic study to help 
ease station chaos

TRAFFIC congestion problems 
around Ely Railway Station will be 
the focus of a new study. 

East Cambridgeshire District Council 
(ECDC) has launched the investigation to 
establish the full extent of the problem and 
find out what can be done to fix it. 

It comes just weeks after the Weekly News 
reported that drivers had pleaded with 
councillors to do something to improve the 
railway bridge and to bring an end to A142 
gridlock. 

District councillors will now be app¬ 
ointing officers to assess what impact the 
closure of the level crossing has on traffic on 
a daily basis and what problems a proposed 
increase in rail freight through Ely could 
have in the future. 

The project is titled the Ely Station 
Gateway Project and the council says major 
improvements to the A142 are still a main 
priority. 

But it will also include producing a 
delivery program and assessing the viability 
of short-term options such as traffic 
management and lorry stacking. 

At a meeting of the council’s growth 
delivery sub-committee last week, 
members also considered progressing other 
long term options, including the question of 


whether to lower the underpass at the rail 
line. 

Cllr Peter Moakes, chairman of the 
council’s strategic development committee, 
said: “We all agree that the bottleneck at the 
level crossing by Ely’s railway station will 
only get worse, creating more and more 
congestion. 

“What we are now working on are the 
options to improve the A142 and ensure 
that our future is not blighted by the failure 
to deal with this problem. 

“With the upgrading of the A14 now on 
hold, there will be pressure now building on 
other roads as traffic attempts to escape the 
congestion on the dual carriageway. 


“Ely is set for significant housing growth 
over the period of the masterplan and this 
can only be managed sustainably by 
improvements to transport infrastructure. 

“Removal of traffic congestion in the 
station area is an essential part of this and 
needs to be delivered through a mixed 
funding package of both Government and 
developer funding.” 

Work on the Ely Station Gateway Project 
has been funded through the Housing 
Growth Funding Grant and Department of 
Transport resources.

A VITAL rail scheme in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire could hold the key 
to Britain's future economic 
revival - and radically cut traffic 
on the A14, train bosses have 
claimed. 

Network Rail has launched a project 
to revamp the rail freight route bet¬ 
ween Felixstowe and Nuneaton in the 
West Midlands, via Ely and Peter¬ 
borough. 

When finished in 2014, the upgrade 
will provide more direct journeys for 
freight trains travelling from the port 
of Felixstowe to the Midlands, North 
West, and Scotland.

It is also estimated that it will help to 
take about 750,000 lorries off Britain’s 
roads by 2030, many of them currently 
using the A14 and A12. 

The work in the Ely area is likely to 
start in 2012, and involves building 
two half-mile loops of line east of Ely 
station, to allow freight trains to pass 
more efficiently through rail junctions 
near the city. 

This is costing £18 million, and 
Network Rail aims to mount a public 
consultation exercise in Ely later this 


year, so people can see the detail of 
what is being planned. 

The significance of the work in 
Cambridgeshire has been pinpointed 
in a new study carried out by Network 
Rail, which says the region’s railway 
infrastructure will play “a crucial role 
in the country’s economic recovery.” 

Andrew Munden, Network Rail route 
director for Anglia, said: “More and 
more companies are switching to rail 
and reaping the economic and environ¬ 
mental benefits. 

“Traditionally, rail freight has been 
dominated by bulk products such as 
steel and aggregates - unsuitable for 
road transport - but increasingly 


consumer goods such as foodstuffs, 
plasma screen televisions and even 
Christmas trees arrive by train.” 

He said Network RaiEs plans would 
see “an increasing share of freight 
traffic handled by the railways, reducing 
pressure on congested roads such as 
the A12 and A14.” 

He added: “It’s estimated congestion 
on the A14 alone costs the region £80 
million each year.” 

Adrian Cannard, head of planning for 
the East of England Local Government 
Association, said: “The Felixstowe to 
Nuneaton upgrade is great news for the 
East of England, which lobbied hard for 
this improvement.” 
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Leaning lamp ‘not 
safe for shoppers’

A RUSTY street lamp hanging 
precariously off its bracket is 
causing concern for shoppers. 

The Weekly News has been bombarded 
with complaints about the dilapidated 
light in The Cloisters shopping centre in 
Ely. Readers say it is only a matter of time 
before it falls - and they fear it could harm 
someone when it does. 

The lamp is mounted on a wall at the 
back of Petrou Brothers fish and chip 
shop, opposite the side window of the 
Peacocks store. 

Felicity Jarvis, 48, of Upherds Lane, Ely, 
said: “I worry every time I walk by it, 
especially when my 4-year-old son is with 
me. 

“It’s quite a big light so when it does fall 
it’s going to smash and cause a lot of 
damage. It could also fall onto someone 
passing by, which doesn’t bare thinking 
about.” 

Another concerned shopper, Sheila 
Spivey, from Wilburton, said: “It’s only a 
matter of days or weeks before it gives in 
and falls. You can see how rusty it is and it’s 
hanging off the bracket now. 

“It’s not safe to have it hanging there like 
that and I’ve seen quite a few people

looking up at it with a worried look on 
their face.” 

Last autumn, shoppers complained 
about the general run-down state of The 
Cloisters, in particular, cracked paving 
slabs which were tripping up pedestrians. 
Work has since been carried out to repair 
the area. 

The shopping centre is managed by 
Dexter Brown, a company based in Milton 
Keynes. A spokesman for the firm said: 
“This is news to us - we have received no 
complaints about the light. 

“One of our surveyors will visit the site 
to assess the problem and we will take 
action from there.” 

He added: “We manage the develop¬ 
ment and regularly inspect it to check for 
areas in need of repair.”

Homes 
watt on 
newts 
survey

PLANS to build two homes in a 
side garden have been given the 
green light - despite a petition 
against it and concerns about 
newts on the site. 

The detached dwellings will be built on 
land adjacent to number 19 in Westway 
Place, Witcham. 

Developers Clarke Smith Partnership 
applied for planning permission to build 
two three-bedroom homes on the land 
earlier this year but withdrew its app¬ 
lication in March. 

At the time, seven letters of objection 
and a petition against the development 
from neighbours were handed to East 
Cambridgeshire District Council, but a 
new set of almost-identical proposals 
were submitted to the council just weeks 
later. 

Despite two further letters of objection, 
the plans were approved by the council’s 
planning committee last week. 

In a planning report, case officer Yvette 
Mooney said: “The proposed scheme 
represents a sympathetic development, 
which is considered appropriate within 
this established residential area. 

“The proposed development would not 
raise any adverse issues relating to either 
visual or residential amenity and on 
balance is recommended for approval.” 

In their letters to the council, residents 
said they were not against new houses 
being built on the plot but concerns were 
raised about car parking, access for 
emergency services, boundary treatment 
and highway safety. 

But County Highways, the Drainage 
Board and the Environment Agency had 
no objections to the proposals. 

Concerns were also raised about the 
possibility of newts on the site. While it 
had already been cleared, residents said 
there was a history of newts in the area. 

An ecological survey is currently being 
carried out to investigate if there are any 
newts still there. Developers will not be 
allowed to start work until the results of 
the survey have been submitted.

THE tug-of-war for the affections of 
Bella Swan (Kristen Stewart) reaches 
a crucial juncture in the latest film 
based on Stephenie Meyer’s teen 
romances. 

In the same way that the film version 
of Harry Potter And The Prisoner Of 
Azkaban was the darkest and most 
satisfying instalment of its series, this 
third helping of brooding vampires and 
snarling werewolves is the most 
entertaining to date.

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Enjoy scent-sationally 
fragrant summer days 


S cent comes into its 
own when you’re 
sitting outside on a 
balmy summer evening, 
taking in all the delicious 
fragrances the garden 
has to offer. 

I have two neighbours to 
thank for the sweet scent of 
mock orange which fills the air 
in my own garden - the 
fragrance wafting quite a 
distance from where these 
flowering shrubs are actually 
planted. 

There are fragrant plants for 
every garden throughout the 
year, from winter-flowering 
jasmine and mahonia to 
hyacinths, scented narcissus 
and viburnum in the spring, 
and summer-flowering 
lavender, rosemary, 
honeysuckle, roses, evening 
primrose, dianthus, nicotiana 
and stocks. 

It’s worth noting that the 
most strongly scented flowers 
are often white, or insignificant 
in appearance, but make their 
presence felt when you sniff 
the air. 

While flowers tend to have 
sweet, heady perfumes, leaf 
scents tend to be spicy.

Many plants with scented 
foliage need gentle stroking or 
pinching to release their 
perfume. It’s likely that the 
scents evolved as a deterrent to 
insect pests, but gardeners love 
them. 

New research from 
PlantforLife, an advice resource 
created by the Horticultural 
Trades Association, reveals 63 
per cent of people in the UK 
purchase floral and herbal 
scented products to enhance 
their health and well-being yet, 
when asked, just 32 per cent 
realised the plants they grow in 
the garden can provide the 
same effects. 

To address this lack of 
awareness and promote the 
benefits floral and herbal 
scents provide, PlantforLife has 
joined forces with 


aromacologist, Daniele Ryman, 
and celebrity plantsman Chris 
Collins, to show people how to 
give their garden a simple and 
healthy-scented makeover. 

“Although colour is an 
important part of any outdoor 
space, introducing different 
scents into your garden is 
essential to creating your 
perfect outdoor haven," says 
Chris. “Having beautifully 
scented plants outside not only 
means you can reap the health 
benefits, but planting a scented 
garden is a great way to help 
the environment and attract 
wildlife, like bees, back into 
your garden.” 

Roses are believed to have a 
calming fragrance which can 
help ease nerves. 

“When planting roses, 
consider the look and feel of 
what you would like to achieve, 
from creating excellent focal 
points to framing certain areas 
of your garden,” he adds. 

Lavender is well known for 
relieving stress, helping 
relaxation and aiding sleep. It is 
best planted in numbers, 
makes an ideal low hedge in 
the traditional cottage garden 
and doesn’t need really rich 
soil. However, it will need 
plenty of sun. 


Lily-of-the-valley, whose 
scent helps combat tiredness, 
only grows to 45cm and is 
ideally planted in moist shade 
under trees to make an 
effective ground cover. 

The Greeks used the herb 
rosemary to improve their 
concentration, but it is also 
known to be an energiser, and 
will thrive in sandy soil in a 
sunny position. Water it well in 
its first season and after that it 
should become reasonably 
drought-resistant. 

Scented climbers can also 
add more atmosphere and 
romance to a garden, whether 
cottage or modern in style. 
Among the most popular 
climbing plants with fragrant 
blooms are Clematis montana 
var. rubens ‘Elizabeth’, 
‘Jasminum officinale’ and 
‘Wisteria floribunda’. 

Fragrance is at its highest 
when it’s calm, so place 
scented plants in a sheltered 
spot away from the wind. 
Indeed, perfume is best 
captured on a patio, so make 
sure your pots or nearby beds 
are awash with a range of 
fragrant blooms to make the 
most of those delicious scents 
in the summer months.

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Astilbe 

This favourite perennial 
brings colour and texture to 
the semi-shaded border with 
its feathery plumes - in colours 
ranging from creamy-white 
through lilac and pink to red - 
rising above neat mounds of 
deeply cut foliage in summer. 


The wispy plumes can also be 
left for winter interest. Astilbes, 
however, do need moist, lightly 
shaded soil to thrive - they are 
ideally planted in woodland 
locations between shrubs or by 
a pond - and can make good 
groundcover plants too. While 
most like boggy ground, A. 
chinensis ‘Pumila’ and A. 
’Superba’ can cope with drier 
soils and can tolerate sun, but 
you’ll need to keep the ground 
moist by mulching. They make 
good companions planted 
between shade-loving foliage 
plants such as hostas and 
rodgersias.

Astra sales lift 
new car outlook 


NEW car sales sped ahead 
again last month - rising 
10.8 per cent compared with 
June 2009, it was announced 
this week. 

A rise of more than 25 per cent 
in fleet sales helped new 
registrations to total 195,226 in 
June 2010, the Society of Motor 
Manufacturers and Traders 
(SMMT) said. 

The June figure took the 
January-June 2010 new-car total 
to 1,108,662 - a 19.9 per cent rise 
on the first half of last year when 
the motor industry was deep in 
recession. 

SMMT chief executive Paul 
Everitt said: “The new car market 
continued to perform above 
expectations in June. 

“The results indicate improved 
business confidence and a 
strengthening economic 
recovery. The industry still 
expects challenging economic 
conditions in the second half of 
the year and Government action

to improve access to credit for 
consumers and businesses will 
be important in sustaining the 
momentum of recovery.” 

June 2010 was the 12th 
successive month that new 
registrations have risen, 
following 15 months of falls. 

But although sales were higher 
than the SMMT had originally 
forecast, last month’s total was 
still 8.5 per cent below the 1999- 
2009 average for the month of 
June. 


The SMMT expects sales to dip 
by the end of this year as the 
Government’s car scrappage 
scheme - which boosted 
registrations in the second half 
of 2009 - has now ended. 

Last month was a triumph for 
Vauxhall which ousted Ford as 
the top-selling manufacturer, 
with its Astra model knocking 
the Ford Fiesta off the top of the 
best-selling model table. 

This is the first time the Astra 
has taken the number one spot 
since February 2008.

Bugatti smashes landspeed 
record for production cars 



The Bugatti Veyron: 268mph is a new world record. 


ON a beautiful sunny day 
at 25 degrees the Bugatti 
Veyron 16.4 Super Sport 
achieved a new 
landspeed world record 
for production cars, on 
the proving grounds of 
the Volkswagen Group at 
Ehra-Lessien (nearby its 
headquarters at 
Wolfsburg). 

In the presence of the 
German Technical 
Inspection Agency (TUV) 
and a representative of 
Guinness Book of 
Records the Super Sport 
achieved an average top 
speed of 268mph. 

The speed took even 
Bugatti’s engineering 
team by surprise. “We 
took it that we would 
reach an average value of 
264mph,” explains 
Bugatti’s chief engineer 
Dr. Wolfgang Schreiber, 
“but the conditions today 
were perfect and allowed 
even more.” 

The Super Sport gets to 
62mph in the same 2.5 
seconds as the standard 
Veyron. 


The original Veyron - 
which had held the world 
record until 2007 with a 
253mph top speed - still 
has the same 8.0-litre, 
16-cylinder engine. 

However, its four 
turbochargers have been 
tweaked and larger 


intercoolers added, 
raising the Veyron’s 
power output from 
1,001 bhp to 1,200bhp. 

The Veyron has also 
now got an all-carbon 
fibre shell, thereby 
reducing weight.

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New V60 is set 
to be safest yet 


IT might not be the 
sexiest estate car 
around, but Volvo's 
svelte, sassy new V60 
is the safest compact 
cargo mover on the 
planet. 

It breaks new ground 
with passenger 

protection, and goes well 
above the car industry’s 
norm in helping the 
driver avoid an accident. 

That’s hardly 

surprising, as Volvo is 
motoring’s safety 
superstar and brought us 
the daddy of all 
protective measures, the 
seat belt. 

The V60 - referred to 
as a sports wagon, rather 
than an estate - is a 
sibling to the new S60 
saloon, and when it goes 
on sale here in the 
autumn, UK buyers can 
expect prices to pitch in 
at around £25,000. 

Its remarkable safety 
roster includes a 
pedestrian detection 
system, which can 
automatically apply the 
anchors if someone 
steps in front of the car. 

The driver first gets an 
audible warning, then a 
flashing light kicks in on 
the windscreen’s heads- 
up display - and if the 
person doesn’t react 
quickly enough, then the 
brakes go on. 

It can avoid hitting a 
pedestrian at speeds up 
to 21mph, and over that 
figure the system puts 


the focus on cutting the 
V60’s speed as much as 
possible prior to impact. 

This new Volvo also 
automatically brakes if 
the driver fails to react in 
time when the vehicle in 
front suddenly slows 
down or stops - or if the 
V60 is heading too fast 
towards a stationary 
object. 

And there’s more. An 
alert control unit sounds 
the alarm to tired and 
distracted drivers if the 
car wanders over lane 
markers, or if the driving 
pattern changes in a 
random or uncontrolled 
way. 

Then there’s the lane 
departure warning which 
kicks in if the car 
changes lanes without 
the turn indicator being 
used, and a blind spot 
system detects vehicles 
in the offset rear blind 
spots on both sides of 
the S60. 

And in the event of a 
rollover, another back¬ 
up unit deploys the 
curtain airbags and 
ensures passengers stay 
firmly in place. 

Oh... and there’s seat 
belts, too - which are 
state of the art, naturally. 

As for the technical 
side, the engines are 3.0, 
2.0, and 1.6-litre petrols, 
with diesels displacing 
2.4 and 2.0-litres. A 1.6- 
litre economy model, the 
DRIVe, will join the 
range within a year of 


the V60’s autumn launch. 

Basic load capacity in 
the new wedge-shaped 
Volvo is 430 litres with 
the rear seats in place, 
and the tailgate is just 
more than a metre wide. 

Volvo aims to produce 
50,000 V60s a year, and 
says at least 90 per cent 
of them will be sold in 
Europe. 

Fuller technical 
specifications and a 
detailed pricing and trim 
structure will be revealed 
towards the end of the 
summer. 

A new safety system is 
also a main feature in the 
updated Mercedes CL- 
Class, regarded by many 
as the ultimate in luxury 
coupes. 

The car now gets 
radar-like detection to 
eliminate blind spots 
and warn of dangerous 
lane changes, and will 
also apply the brakes if 
necessary. 

Engines - 4.7 and 5.6- 
litre petrols - in the CL- 
Class have also been 
further refined to lower 
C02 output and improve 
economy, even though 
the best fuel figure is still 
a modest 29.7mpg. 

Two CLs will be 
available in the UK, the 
500 and the 600, 
although the bigger- 
engined latter is a 
special-order model 
only. 

Prices will kick off 
from around £90,000.

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UK car buyers call for more 
choice In rush to go hybrid

RISING fuel prices and the 
ravages of the economy have 
combined to dampen British 
buyers’ enthusiasm for 
bigger, thirstier used cars - 
and sparked a rush for 
second-hand petrol-electric 
hybrid motors. 

Road fund licence benefits for 
other low-C02 cars are a big 
attraction, too - and those that 
emit less than lOOg/km are 
exempt from road tax. 

The frugal petrol-electric 
hybrids already on dealers’ 
forecourts are now being joined 
by nearly-new examples of the 
latest fuel-efficient superminis 
and city cars. 

But - here’s the catch - 
numbers of these economy 
superstars are still fairly small, 
leaving drivers the tough task of 
trying to find a reasonably-priced 
used example. 

This is a real chicken-and-egg 
dilemma for the market as a 
whole, says British Car Auctions 
(BCA) spokesman Tim Naylor: 
“Motorists are keen to moderate 
their running costs, but current 
availability of high-economy, 
low-C02 models is restricted in 
the used market, so the initial 
outlay for these vehicles is 
generally high.” 

BCA’s research suggests UK 
drivers like the idea of eco- 
motoring, coupled with less 
overall pressure on the wallet, 
but it adds there needs to be 
more choice - and quickly - 


among the available models in 
the used car sector if frugal, low- 
C02 driving is to become an 
established deciding factor for 
buyers. 

Naylor adds: “Uptake by the 
fleet and leasing industry will 
now be critical to generating 
greater volumes of low-C02 
models into the used market. We 
need more vehicles, at a variety of 
price points - once this happens, 
the second-hand market’s low- 
carb motoring revolution will 
really begin in earnest.” 

The latest used car sales 
statistics in the UK for the first 
quarter of 2010 bear out BCA’s 
thinking - overall sales were 7.6 


per cent lower than for the same 
period last year, says Experian, 
the global information services 
company. 

But, the firm’s figures revealed 
that the first quarter’s fall in sales 
was led by the upper medium 
segment, which was down by 
12.2 per cent, followed by the 
multi-purpose vehicle (MPV) 
segment, which saw sales fall by 
10.6 per cent. 

Mark Wilkinson, head of sales 
for Experian Automotive, says: 
“Despite the VAT increase being 
delayed until lanuary next year, 
challenges will continue to face 
the used car industry for the 
foreseeable future.” 


Vauxhall cuts Insignia's emissions 
as fuel consumption and C02 dips 


VAUXHALL has made 
sizeable reductions in C02 
and fuel consumption to key 
models in its European Car of 
the Year-winning Insignia 
range, meaning that 
customers now benefit from 
combined emissions as low 
as 129g/km. 

While changes to the 
Insignia’s 2.0-litre Turbo 
engine have yielded a near- 
five per cent drop in 
emissions on the Sports 
Tourer, thanks to improve¬ 
ments made to the engine’s 
engine management system, 
each of the Insignia’s 2.0- 
litre diesel powerplants also 
become greener and less 
costly to run. 

The Insignia ecoFLEX’s 
emissions have now dropped 
from 136g/km to just 
129g/km, with a corres¬ 
ponding improvement in fuel 
consumption from 54.3mpg 
combined, to 57.6mpg. This 
means that not only is the 


ecoFLEX cheaper to run, but 
since it falls under 130g/km, 
customers will pay no VED 
for the first year. 

Insignia Sports Tourer 
ecoFLEX drivers also gain, 
with added efficiency gains 
meaning a drop in C02to 
134g/km and fuel consump¬ 
tion of 55.4mpg, up from 
53.3mpg. And no matter 
which ecoFLEX model 
buyers choose, power 
remains at 160PS, with 
torque a healthy 350Nm from 
1,750-2,500rpm. 

But Vauxhall’s greenest 
Insignias aren’t the only ones 
to benefit in the range. The 
2.0 CDTi 160PS model now 
benefit from C02 emissions 
of 144g/km (down from 
154g/km), meaning 6.5 per 
cent lower fuel consumption 
for all drivers and a 2 per 
cent drop in BIK tax for 
company car users, down to 
20 per cent for Hatch and 
Saloon variants. 


And completing the revised 
engine line-up is the 128bhp 
version of the 2.0 CCDTi, 
which thanks to an all-new 
turbocharger, emits 
combined C02 emissions of 
just 136g/km — an 11.5 per 
cent reduction. 

The Insignia’s 2.0 CDTi 
engine now also benefits 
from a raft of changes to 
reduce noise and vibrations 
in both 128bhp and 157bhp 
units. Engineers have 
designed a stiffer fixing 
between the injection pump 
and engine, while also 
reducing piston noise at all 
engine speeds. The addition 
of scissor gears to the cam- 
drive enhances engine 
refinement still further, while 
supplementary noise¬ 
absorbing foam shields 
complete the NVH package. 

On the road prices remain 
the same and all revised 
models can be ordered from 
today.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a j’ob - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

SW19 first for 

the Goodmans 


A MEMORABLE fortnight at the All 
England Club saw yet more 
records broken and more history 
made as Rafael Nadal claimed a 
second Wimbledon title and 
Serena Williams made it a lucky 13 
as she added to her Grand Slam 
collection. 

But Mark and Karen Goodman 
believe they made some history of 
their own by becoming the first 
husband and wife team to string 
rackets at SW19. 

The Littleport pair made up part 
of the 15-strong team that string the 
players’ rackets for the duration of 
the tournament, a role that goes 
largely unnoticed by the public but 
is nevertheless a crucial part of the 
event. 

“We may well be first husband and 
wife team to have strung rackets at 
Wimbledon,” said Mark. 

“Not many women string rackets, 
so I don’t think there can be many 
couples that do it.” 

The pair run a racket-stringing 
business with shops at Cambridge 
Lawn Tennis Club, Hills Road High 
Performance Centre and 
Huntingdon Tennis Club. Karen has 


been stringing rackets at Wimbledon 
since 2003 but this year was the first 
time Mark had accompanied her. 

“It was harder work than I thought 
it would be,” he continued. 

“On the first Monday we were in at 
7.30am and we didn’t leave until 
12.30pm. It was a long, long day.” 

A new computerised system, 
introduced for the first time last 
year, has made it easier to identify 
exactly how a player wants their 
racket strung, but the job still comes 
with a lot of pressure. 

Some of the top players, including 
Roger Federer and Andy Murray, 
have their own stringers but many, 
such as Nadal, still use the on-site 
facilities. 

“The system works well,” said 
Karen, who strung Nadal’s racket 
during practice week. 

“Sometimes a player will come off 
and say ‘that was great, can I have 
the same stringer and the same 
machine’. The players are a very 
superstitious bunch and if they’ve 
done well in a match they will often 
ask for the same stringer. 

“Others don’t mind. To be honest, 
I don’t think Rafa minds. He never 


asks for the same stringer.” Tennis 
has come a long way since the days 
of wooden rackets, and strings have 
witnessed a similar change as 
players seek to gain the slightest 
edge over their rivals. 

“The technology in the strings has 
really shot up,” said Karen. 

“Players now want every little bit 
that can help them get ahead. The 
modern polyester, which a lot of 
players use because of its durability, 
is getting much better than it used 
to be. 

“And Nadal’s string has little edges 
on it. It’s octagonal, that’s what helps 
him with the spin. That only came 
out last year.” 

And despite the growing trend for 
players to have their own stringers, 
the Goodmans believe the valuable 
role played by stringers during 
tournaments such as Wimbledon 
means there will always be a need 
for an on-site facility.

Fellow athletes 
give Sayers nod 


GOLDIE Sayers has been 
elected by her peers to 
the newly-formed British 
Olympic Association 
Athletes’ Commission. 
The former King’s 
School, Ely pupil is one 
of 14 athletes who were 
selected from a shortlist 
of 33 to serve on the 
commission. 

The BOA emailed winter 
and summer Olympians 
since 1998 to vote, with 
the aim of creating an 
advisory group to bring 
the perspective and 
expertise of the athletes 
to provide input to the 
many initiatives and 
programmes offered by 
the BOA. 

Sayers has represented 
Britain at two Olympics - 
in Athens and Beijing - 
finishing narrowly 
outside the medals in 
China, in fourth place. 


And she is hoping to 
draw on that experience 
to help in the run-up to 
the London Olympics. 
“Being part of Team GB at 
the Olympic Games is a 
unique and special 
experience for an 
athlete,” said Sayers. 

“I’m passionate about 
helping the BOA to 
ensure London 2012 is 
the best possible Olympic 
Games for the athletes 
and that they are met 
with the most memorable 
and enjoyable experience 
possible.” 

Sayers is currently 
convalescing from the 
hip injury that she 
suffered on the way to 
her eighth consecutive 
national title - a problem 
that has ruled her out of 
the European 
Championships in 
Barcelona. 
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
